3 Killed in Mine Explosion; 


Heroic Volunteers Hurried 


From Other Mines to Rescue 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS -r 


Bluefield, W. Va., March 28. — 


Throe men were killed and twenty 
or more seriously injured by an ex- 
plosion in the mine of the King Coal 
& Coke company at Kimball, W. Va., 
at 9 o'clock today. 
It was stated 


that a number of injured could not 
recover. 


The explosion, which shattered a 


section in the eastern part 
of the 


mine, blew down masses of coal and 
slate and cut off from escape a large 
number of men.' iRescue crews work- 
ed throughout the morning to reach 
them and shortly after noon 
they 


were released. 


The explosion occurred in the east- 


ern section of the workings some 
distance from the spot where the im- 
prisoned miners are believed to be, 
but their escape was cut 
off 
by 


masses of coal and slate blown down 
by the blast. 


Soon after the dead had been lo- 


cated, rescuers found four men, all 
badly burned, who were brought to 


the surface. Other 
rescue 
parties 


were quickly organized, 
and 
en- 
tered the mine. 


The explosion 
occurred 
in 
the 


ninth east entry, and early reports 
said it was violent. It 
was not 


known just how many men ware in 
the zone affected by the blast. 


The mine has been operated for 


about ten years, and the 
workings 


extend fully two miles from the op- 
ening. 
Ordinarily some 
four hun- 


dred' miners are employed, the vein 
of coal being known as Pocahontas 
No, 3. 
No explosion ever occurred 


there before, and open lights 
gen- 


erally were used by the men. 


C. H. Bardman, general manager, 


took charge of the rescue work and 
volunteers hurried from other mines 
in the neighborhoods. 


A hurried canvass of 
the town 


showed that about 100 miners were 
missing, and at the mine it was said 
they were probably trapped behind 
masses of coal and slate blown down 
by the explosion.

To many 
people, however, the story will always 
sound better when it is based upon the 
belief that Sir William was really se- 
rious. 


A Record Hailstorm. 


One of the worst hailstorms ever 


known in the United States occurred 
Sept. 5, 1898, in Nodaway county, Mis- 
souri. 
The path of the storm was 


about three miles wide and eighteen 
miles long, its greatest violence being 
felt over a region of four square miles 
east of Clarnaont. At one point in this 
region the fall of hail was so heavy 
that a drift unprotected by artificial 
means remained lying on the ground 
for four weeks after the storm.

Cleveland, March 28—Fire, which 


swept through an apartment house 
in Prospect avenue early today caus- 
ing the death of two persons and 
injury to more than a score of 
others was of incendiary origin, ac- 
cording to police and detectives. 


Police today were holding three 


men and one woman at headquarters 
and had established a police guard 
at the bedside of Bessie Reimer at 
Huron road hospital. 


"The Reimer gril is as much un- 


der arrest as any of the other four," 
said 
Detective Farrell. 
"We are 


convinced 
that 
she 
knows who 


started last night's fire as well as 
the fire yesterday morning in her 
room." 


Nearly all of the five were 
in- 


volved in a white slave investigation 
a few days ago following which one 
woman was sent to the workhouse. 
In this case the Reimer girl was the 
alleged victim. 


More than one hundred 
persons 


were in the building when the 
fire 


started and most of them had to be 
rescued by means of ladders 
and 


nets. The fire was the second with- 
in a day. 


Yesterday 
morning there was a 


fire in Miss Reimer's room and she 
was rescued by firemen and taken 
to a 
hospital. Miss 
Reimer was 


nearly suffocated but 
was revived 


and last night returned to her room. 


According to the story she 
told 


the police today, a masked man en- 
tered her room shortly after 1:30 
this morning, gagged her and bound 
her hands and feet, after which he 
started a fire 
in her 
room with 


paper. 


She managed to get to her 
feet 


and hobble out of the room, but not 
before the fire had spread and other 
occupants ot the building had 
be- 


come alarmed. 
She hobbled down 


the hall and entered the apartment 
of -Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Melchoir. Mrs. 
Melchoir had just jumped from the 
window and Melchoir was hanging 
on to the sill from the outside ready 
to drop when Miss Reimer hobbled 
over to the window. The crowd out- 
side yelled to Melchoir not to jump 
and he clambored back into the room 
and cut Miss Reimer's bonds. 


He then lifted her out of the win- 


dow and both the girl and himself 
were carried down an extension lad- 
der raised by the 
firemen. 
Miss 


Reimer was burned about the right 
shoulder and again was taken to the 
hospital. 


The dead man was identified as 


J. B. Lewis, 42, who is said to have 
a wife and three children in 
New 


York City. 
He was employed as a 


solicitor on the Cleveland city di- 
rectory. 
The 
dead 
woman 
was 


identified as Mrs. Elizabeth 
Simp- 


kins, 50, saleswoman in a 
Euclid 


avenue store. 
Chief of Detectives Kabshaw this 


afternoon said he had obtained 
a 


confession from Miss Bessie Reimers 
that she had accidentally set fire to 
the Foster apartments in an attempt 
to commit suicide. 


"A charge of murder, and perhaps 


arson, will be placed against 
her 


some time today," Rabshaw said.

The society is making a 
vigorous fight against the use of bird 
plumage for hat trimmings. Sec- 
retary Pearson says if the alleged 
"bird" is the body of a real dove, the 
Audubon authorities certainly are 
against its use in millinery. 


"As long as they make these 


'doves' out of the feathers of do- 
mestic birds, there can certainly be 
no objection 
to women wearing 


them," said Mr. Pearson, "unless 
perhaps it may be said that by doing 
so they are encouraging the general 
subject of feather-wearing. 


"The ftathers of wild birds cannot 


be obtained unless birds are killed," 
said Mr. Pearson, "and therefore 
should never be worn; on the other 
hand, ostrich feathers are legitimate 
as well as beautiful decorations and 
are approved by the Audubon so- 
cieties."
